(3) He earned his B.A. in Government from the
University of California, lLios Angeles, (UCLA) in
1956.

(4) From 1964 to 1968, he was a member of
the San Bernadino City Unified School District
Board of Education.

(5) From 1969 to 1978, he was a member of

the California State Assembly, where he represented

the 73d and 67th district.
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(6) As a California Assemblyman, he advocated
for policies and programs that would improve South-
ern California’s air quality.
